tion on the first vote. 

He called - for a practical ap 
proach to the problems facing the 
federation, "Let's be practical."

Elimination Of Initiations 
Could Come If Controls Fail 

. Two" Canadian Universities have recently taken' steps to 
curb initiation activities. 

Federation of the University of 
Ottawa has requested an investig- 
-atlon Into Initiations of the Fa- 
culty of Civil Law, following a 
stunt in which freshmen were 
taken to the Interprovincial Bridge 
between Hull an'd ' Ottawa, and 
made -to retar the roadway. 

They caused traffic Jams . both 
in Hull and Ottawa, and Were fi- 
nally put into Hull jail. The Uni- 
versity Public Relations Director 
stated that if any , more demons- 
trations of this nature -take place, 
initiation would be banned.. After 
some discussions the Student Fe- 
deration decided to shelve the mat- 
ter until more facts were known. 



The Students' Administrative 
Council of the University of Tor- 
onto passed a- motion. recommend- 
ing that the federated faculties on 
campus put .a ban on all further 
non-constructive inltlations.-This is 
the result of an incident which 
occurred during the hazing ' of 
freshmen in one of the University's 
lesldences. 

The students were blindfolded 
and marched around the quadran- 
gle, during which stunt one fresh- 
man walked straight into a brick 
wall .and suffered a -chipped ver- 
tebra, which landed him in hos- 
pital. 

At the same time the Student 



lie brings to the post consider- 
able - administrative experience 
both in student government at U. 
of Toronto and with NFCUS in 
Canada, and as overseas commis- 
sioner for the federation. 

DEFEATED 

Dembski, also a former presi- 
dent of the Toronto council, was 
introduced to the delegates by his 
Laval nominator as a man having 
the necessary "deep knowledge of 
the problems of the two Canadian 
races." 

His popularity in the central Ca- 
nada regions, however, failed to 
win him the necessary voles. 

Green, formerly Atlantic Region- 
al Chairman, also found that sup- 
port from the Atlantic region and 
Queen's was insufficient. 

Main issues at stake in all elec- 
tions were the problem of NFCUS 
finances, difficulty of coordinating 
the highly decentralized organiza- 
tion, and the need to build up the 
federation from the grass roots. 

CHAIRMEN 

Other officials elected on the 
last- evening of the five day con- 
gress included four regional Chair- 
men: Leslie Thorns, of Memorial 
University, Atlantic Region; Jean 
Marier, of the University of Sher- 
brooke, Quebec Region; Robbie 
Shaw, of Queen's, Ontario; and 
Dave MacLcan, of the University ° 
of Alberta at Edmonton, Western 
Region. ' 

Paul Becker, of the University 
of Western- Ontario , and Osgoode 
Hall,-was elected vice-president for 
international tfffairs. 

Valerie Forbes of Ottawa Uni- 
versity was defeated by. Andre 
Ouelette,. of University of . Sher- 
brooke .in the race for, the-i)osi- 
tlon' of national vice-president. 

■ DEFICIT 

Proposals to eliminate the $7,600 
deficit of the NFCUS were advanc- 
ed by chairman Robbie Shaw. 

As a .partial measure of alle- 
viating the deficit, the federation 
suggested and unanimously - passed 
a motion recommending a volun- 
tary fee increase. . 

MEMBER 

The per capita fees from each 
member university are paid on 
sliding scale based on' student po- 
pulation. At present the average 
payment for each student for all 
NFCUS services is 41 cents. Under 
the proposed fee increase this 
would be raised by 27.7 per cent. 

Each area of federation activity 
came under close scrutiny in an 
attempt to get rid of last year's 
accumulated deficit and expendi- 
ture is to be drastically reduced. 

Budgeted expenditures include: . 
congress travel, $6,000; travel in- 
formation service, $2,000; adminis- 
tration, $17,107; executive ex- 
penses, salary and travel . $12,542.

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Mechanics Of Education 

IN NOVEMBER of 1960, the Students' Executive Council 
initiated an investigation dealing with the promotion' of 
faculty.sludent relationships. We conclude from Ihts move 
that studenf leaders were agreed upon the fact that there 
Is more to be gained on the university level than the 
essential information which goes towards the acquisition of 
a degree. A closer professor-student relationship wos advo- 
cated as a means to obtaining experienced and personalized 
adult opinion on social and political problems as well as an 
unbiased evaluation of the varied fields of endeavour open 
10 college students. In addition, it was felt lhaf Intimate 
faculty-student ties vyould lead to a more perfect degree 
of adaptation on the part of the college student to the 
demands of university environment. 

Keeping this active demonstration of student opinion in 
mind, we find a definite parting of the ways between the 
attitude of educators and students on the handling of edu- 
cational activities. To an ever-incr.easing degree, the presen- 
tation of learning is becoming awtomaled. In.the Ué ot the 
present time, for instance, theorists ore experimenting with 
machine-led instruction of mathematics; the University of 
AAontreal has resorted to the impersonal medium of television 
for their presentation of three credit-bearing courses; and 
now Sir George is entering the field of experimentation In 
televised education at the university level. 

The reasons for this experim'eiit by Sir George are two- 
fold, according to Dr. Hdll, Principal of the University, Firstly, 
the adntlnislrallon wishes to ascertain whether the SGWU 
faculty pnd facilities can be adapted to the needs pf TV. 
The second goal is the orientation of prospective and present 
students as well as their feimilies to university life and its 
demands. 

For the purpose of this editorial, the first aim Is neither 
here nor there. It Is the second part of this statement, how- 
ever, to which we take exception, ^^^r . j . 

According to an extensive and competent poll conducted 
by the SEC's committee, the college student, though actively 
participating in university life and curriculum, is in need of 
the guidance provided by personal attention on the part of 
professors. Now nothing can be more Impersonal than the 
mass communication of television; and so. If Sir George 
Intends to cater to the requisites of the student on campus. 
It is by the. very method employed, by-passing the'prlmary 
goal outlined by the students themselves. As for prospective 
college candidates, they are sufficiently Informed of uni- 
versity habits to be aware of its surface atmosphere. To 
pttain the proper environment both at the university and cit 
home, the student must be given 'an bn-the-spot opportunity 
to analyse the problems of his own. personal adaptation to 
campus life. ■ . . ' ^ 

As for the effort by the University of Montreal, there 
con be only one excuso for its continued existence; and that 
Is the debatable hypothesis that a segment of the Montreal 
youth which does not have the opportunity to attend college 
will be given a lifeline to university education. In the first 
place, the majority of those'who hove sufficient ambition 
to aspire to a degree when already employed should have 
the energy to attend night school and get ' the : most , out of 
their educational activities. Secondly, educatora In'^geheral 
are aware of the infinite superiority of actual classroom 
participation over the inactive assimilation of knowledge 
through correspondence courses — the closest analogy .we 
can find to the present TV experiments. 

Despite these objections, the University of Montreal 
persists in Its plan of televising three-credit bearing courses - 
which will not appeal even to the ambitious rion-colleglan 
since there, is no offer of a degree to entice participation,' 
which Is not In accordance with opinions voiced both by 
many educators and students; and which will not have wide . 
audience appeal. 

On top of this heap of evidence place the recently- 
voiced student request for closer professor-student relation- 
ships aiid the future of these experiments in automated 
education does not appear to be very bright. We certainly 
hope It Is not. In any case — both for the good of the student 
end the furtherance of education at Its best.
